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The poor Greek complained to the Quazi against 
this cruel treatment. The Sultan was duly 
summoned and had to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with the Greek in the presence of the Quazi who 
heard both sides and finding the Sultan euilty 
inflicted on him a fine equivalent to what the 
Greek used to earn with his hands, the money to 
be paid monthly as long as the Greek lived, from 
the Sultan’s private income and not from the 
public treasury. 

The Greek was satisfied and the people saw 
for the first time in their history what true 
justice means.

HOW THE ISLAMIC CHIVALRY OF SILAH-UL-DIN 
SPARED THE CHRISTIAN CAPTIVES. 


JERUSALEM had been in the undisputed possession 
ot the Muslims ever since its conquest in the time 
of (Hazrat) Omar.
